The per mile 
fu nd so pro vided wo u ld be less 
than the annu al per mile m ain­ 
tenance co st o n the type o f ro ad 
which so limited a fu nd wo u ld 
be able to bu y.

Martin co ntends that salt 
water, pro perly utilized, is wo rth 
mo re than o il itself. The pro b­ 
lems o f reco v ering and purify ing 
chemicals in the brine, he say s, 
hav e been so lv ed. 
•♦These brines lo ng hav e been 
kno wn to co ntain useful chemi­ 
cals,*' he ex plains,

The structure links up nation-

The ceremonies, arranged for 


this a-fternoon, included noisy 
expressions of the joy of ac- 
complishment through the med- 
ium of whistles, sirens and artil- 
lery and the symbolic severance 
of barriers by the cutting of a 
ribbon in the center of the 
bridge. Governor Flem D. Samp- 
son of Kentucky and Lieutenant 
Governor Edward Bush of 
In- 


diana were to represent their re- 
spective peoples at the ceremony 


The bridge was biult by the city 


of Louisville under a financial 
plan regarded as entirely origin- 
al. After two efforts to get the 
necessary two-thirds approval at 
the polls of a bond issue for a 
bridge the city made a contact 
with a banking firm whereby the 
latter furnished money for the 
bridge and issued 
debenture 


bonds against tolls. When the 
tolls have paid off the bonds 
the bridge becomes ifree.

'The department of agriculture reports that 


the anti-freeze properties of honey have been 
established in exhaustive tests in various state 
agricultural colleges. Enthusiasm is tempered, 
however, but the warning that it "may cause con- 
siderable difficulty" if it gets into the engine. It 
probably would since its stickiness is a byword. 
Furthermore, honey is not so plentiful and so 
cheap that it recommends itself as a substitute 
for the anti-freeze agents now in use. 


Though the bees do their best to keep man- 


kind liberally supplied with honey the 
urban 


consumer is called on to pay so much for it that 
•the prospects of pouring it into automobile radi- 
ators by the gallon can not be alluring. It seems, 
then, that the department's announcement will 
be considered important only by apiarits. 


BETTER FREIGHT CARS. 


The good results which have followed sub- 


stitution of steel passenger coaches for the old- 
time wood'en cars seem certain to be extended in 
the near future to freight trains. Members of 
the American Railway Association, including rep- 
resentatives of all the large systems, have an- 
nounced that they will refuse to use wooden 
•cars in interstate shipments after January 1, 
1931. 


Very few wooden 
freight cars have been 


' built in recent years; most wooden cars are old 
and well worn, and so are being retired from 
service as rapidly as possible. Replacements are 
being made with steel cars. With longer freight 
trains operated at increased speed, wooden cars 
became a menace. They will not stand the heavy 
strain of modem operation, and their frequent 
breakdowns have caused many disastrous wrecks. 


With the largest carriers preparing to make 


a complete change for interstate transportation 
within a little more than a year, builders of steel 


equipment to a plane compatible with modern 
requirements. 
This will, in turn, give a lot of 


new business to American steel mills, thereby 
providing stimulation to business in numerous 
associated lines, the while addition will be made 
to the safety of operation of the modern, heavy 
and rapidly-moving freight train.

Washington, D. C.—From the 


passage of the first highway .law 
at Jamestown in 1632 down to 
this good hour, the whole course 
of highway progress is strewn, in 
a figurative sense, with the de- 
bris of impractical ideas. No 
sooner was one illusion dispelled 
than another showed up, until 
toy and by the first allusion was 
back again, clothed in its cus- 
/tomary habiliments of false lo- 


gic. Experiments, legislative and 
otherwise, have cost'the taxpay- 
ers of this'country a pretty pen- 
ny, and it is not amiss to be on 
guard against the deceptive 
phrases in highway educational 
work which tend toward waste- 
ful and altogether impractical 
highway investments. 


One illusion which has been 


laid low many times in state and 


national legislative debate on 
highway matters during the past 
twelve years, again threatens to 
show up, and will result only In 
confusion'in-the public mind as 
to what constitutes true high- 
way progress. 
This illusion is cloaked as be- 


fore in the misleading phrase of 
"farm to market" roads and 
carries with it an implication

The phrase is demogo- 
gic in the extreme, whether its 
aim be political or otherwise. 
That any plan which has for its 
main objective the securing of 
Federal Aid on back roads is im- 
possible of practical fulfillment 
at the present state in road 
building, may be seen readily 
from a glance at the back road. 


The impossibility of the practi- 


cal fulfillment of a plan of this 
kind is readily seen when the 
details are given sufficient study. 
In the first place, there are ap- 
proximately 1,270,000 miles of 
may route roads. If $225,000,000 
should be appropriated to cover 
a three year period as has been 
proposed in Congress with the 
aim of creating a secondary 
Federal Aid zone in road build- 
ing, 
the amount which might 


thus be made available for back 
roads would not approximate 
over $320 per mile per year, tak- 
ing Federal Aid and the state's 
share together. The per mile 
fund so provided would be less 
than the annual per mile main- 
tenance cost on the type of road 
which so limited a fund would 
be able to buy. And this does not 
take into consideration the fact 
that in appropriating Federal 
funds for highways, it is required 
that the money must be spent 
under Federal and state super- 
vision, which naturally would 
entail additional expense on the 
part of Federal and state gov- 
ernments, so that the money re- 
ferred to could not all be ex- 
pended on the highway. 


The impracticability of the 


plan is readily apparent and 
would really defeat the .purpose 
for which even its friends con- 
template. Besides, this proposed 
plan would naturally take, from 
the Federal treasury funds that 
should be expended in complet- 
ing, the main system already 
under construction, every mile 
of which is a "farm to market- 
road. 


Altogether, such a step would 


lead back to the very thing which 
caused many states ^to embody 
in their respective constitutions 
the inhibition, as it was usually, 
termed, against pledging the 
state's credit to so perishable a 
project as an earth road. It re- 
quired hard work and many leg- 
islative sessions throughout the 
country to remove these consti- 
tutional limitations in order to 
obtain capital lor modern con- 
struction, and it is not to be ex-

ket. 


The birth of new trusts has be- 


come almost a daily event. The 
movement is not confined to New 
Prom the pacific coast and the 
middle west come frequent re- 
ports of the organization of in- 
vestment trusts, large, small an'd 
medium- They represent every 
variety of financial activity from 
old fashioned holding companies 
to stock market pools. 


Their number hi New York 


alone this year has doubled and 
there are now more than 400 ac- 


tively engaged to stqck market 
operations. They exercise a tre- 
mendous if not dominant influ- 
ence, on the market. The point 
that interests professional for?- 
casters is that the bulfc of listed 
securties is rapidly passing un- 
der the sure control of "strong 
hands." 


The general public constitute 


"weak hands." Brokerage liouse 
accounts testify to the fact that 
the public conducts its specula- 
tive operations on dangerously 
thin margins.
